Education Opportunity 


For Every Child In State 


Madison—(/P)—Adequate educational 


facilities are now provided for every 
boy and girl in the state thiough the 
cooperation manifested during 1926 by 
various educational forces of the state, 
according to a report by J. F. Shaw 
of tho state depaitmcnt of public in- 
struction. 


"Among tho agencies which have 


been xitllized during the past year may 
be mentioned first, school board con"- 
ventions," his report stated. 
"These 


are in reality one day schools for the 
instruction 
and training 
of school 


board members to the end that they 
may become more 
efficient in the 


management of the schools. Seventy- 
nine such conventions were held dur- 
ing the year with a total attendance of 
21,742. The state board of health is al- 
so almost invariably represented by a 
speakers on health topics in their rela- 
tion to school attendance and general 
welfare. 


ISSUE BOOKLET 


"There is also held an annual con- 


ference of supervising teachers 
in 


which problems of supervision are dis- 
cussed in a ca- efully thought out pro- 
gram by members of the department 


"During the past year a booklet has 


been issued for the benefit of school 
patrons. It contains the legal require- 
ments for first class rural schools, the 
taw governing special state aids and 
general plans and suggestions for the 
improvement of school buildings and a 
list of equipment. A 
card for judging the standard score 


efficientcy 
of 


school buildings has been worked out 
and a survey of school buildings in 
four typical counties was completed. 
This included a survey of 350 build- 
ings. The findings indicated a median 
educational efficiency of 4S.3 per cent. 
This means that an active campaign 
for better rural school buildings is im- 
perative. 


"PLAN NEW BUILDINGS 


"As far as new buildings are con- 


cerned the above conditions are being 
japldly lemedied.* A specially trained 
member of the department Is now de- 
voting,, considerable time to the plan- 
ning of rural school buildings. This 
service is available to school board 
members and is resulting in the con- 
struction of many really adequate ru- 
ral school buildings with suitable aux- 
iliary rooms. During the year the de- 
partment has continued its investiga- 
tion for an equalization of educational 
opportunity both in the common and 
high schools. The past year has wit- 
nessed a marked change in the attitude 
of people throughout the state, toward 
the responsibility of each person for 
the education of all children. Research 
by the department has revealed start- 
ling inequalities in taxation between 
rural communities within the same 
county. 


STATE RANKS HIGH 


"Wisconsin ranks first in the coun- 


try in the number and quality of books 
tound in her rural school libraries. 
During the past two years especial 
care has been given to the selection of 
books for youngest 
readers and 


modern reference books especially in 
geography, history and health .Head- 
ing out of school hours by both chil- 
dren and adults is also sponsored by 
the "Wisconsin Reading Circle Board. 


"The department of public instruc- 


tion also maintains an educational re- 
search service for the guidance of 
those who wish to use standardized ed- 
ucational tests and measurements."

mraket, the American 
Lumberman, 


Chicago, s>ays: 


Two important developments in the 


lumber markets durinjr the last week 
were the shutdown of "U'est Coast soft- 
wood operations, and the curtailment 
of southern hardwoo*d production as a 
result of rainstorms. 


Softwood producers everywhere dur- 


ing the last year had to sell at prices 
that were too low. largely because of 
the heavy output of western mills, and 
curtailment there 
bring mill return

While hardwood output has not been 
excessive, good weather during the 
late fall stimulated production at a 
time when 
demand was slow, 
an-1 


caused weakness, so that the present 
bad weather in the hardwood belt is 
bound to stiffen quotations. 


The softwood mills durinc, the fifty 


weeks ended Dec. IS had shipped the 
full equivalent of their production, .so 
that they have no surplus stocks as 
'.hey enter the new year, and distrib- 
uters' stocks have 
been kept to the 


minimum. 
Demand 
has naturally 


been below production durinsr the last 
few weeks, and may continue so until 
buyers generally begin stocking up for 
.spring trade. The outlook is for an 
early start on spring buying, as late 
reports from mill and distributing cen- 
ters tell of heavy inquiry. Some of this 
would of course be for the purpose of 
pricing inventor;<>«, lint it has resulted 
in .1 good deal of business being placed 
on the books of the softwood mills for 
shipment early in January. It is gener- 
ally admitted that softwood prices arc 
at their low point, and

Hardwood buying has been slow, and 


home mills have recently been willing 
to grant price concessions. Host of

"That the year has 'been a huge

—that prices ,as a whole must-come 
.down. Not that I expect them to re- 
vert immediately to the old pre-war 
level.

"In general, it can be said that dur- 


ing the first part of 1927 business

It is expected that fully 50 per 
cent of the straw used will be shipped 
in. 


The interior of the mill has been 


materially changed in order to meet 
the new requirements. The sulphite 
department has been removed and the 
space it occupied has been put to oth- 
er use. The vats for preparing the 
straw are in place and practically all 
the necessary changes have been made 
to the machinery. The company ex- 
pects to dispose of its entire product 
within the state.

The New Tear invites a survey of 


the highway situation as it exists in 
Wisconsin today. We know what we 
have accomplished, ana to talk of this 
would be an old story. What docs the 
future hold in store for us? When 
will one be able to travel north and 
south or east and west to the state 
line. 


These are pertinent inquiries at the 


opening of the New Year. Wiscon- 
sin's highway system has been criticiz- 
ed for, to coin a word, its lack of 
"throughness." 
On the same high- 


way we have good and bad sections. 
There has been no good "through" 
road constructed north and south or 
east or west to the state boundaries. 
Illinois has a paved road from Chi- 
cago to St. Louis and will soon have 
one to Cairo. 
Minnesota next year 


will build from St. Paul to Duluth. 
Why are not the Wisconsin roads im 
proved through to. destination? 


The answer is an easy one. Wis 


consin legislation covering the use oi 
highway funds is different from most 
of her neighboring states. In Minne 
sota the entire proceeds of the gas- 
oline tax and motor license fees are 
placed at the disposal of the highway 
commission to bo used m building her 
state trunk highways as the commis- 
sion sees fit. The state highway de- 
partment thus uses the funds to build 
arteries of traffic through to destina- 
tion. Indiana and Michigan have the 
same system. 


In Illinois the proceeds of the §60.- 


000,000 bond issue which has been ex- 
pended ,and the proceeds of the $100,- 
000,000 bond issue under which opera- 
tions will begin in 1927. are all placed 
in the hands of the state highway de- 
partment. 
They 
build 
"through" 


roads from one boundary to another. 


In Wisconsin, only 10 per cent of 


the funds raised by levies on the mo- 
tor vehicle are placed at the disposal 
of the highway commission to spend 
as it sees fit. This sum is being used 
to fill up the gaps. The balance is 
allocated to the counties for main- 
tenance and construction, in addition 
to which 
the towns, villages, and 


cities receive *funds~. The construction 
fund, which approximates 57,000.000. 
is distributed among the counties on 
the basis of road mileage and number 
of motor vehicles. 
It is spent from 


year to year in 71 counties. In Wis- 
consin the-construction funds are thus 
distributed. In most other states they 
are focus'sed in building through roads 
from year to year. 


Wisconsin, however, is rapidly fill- 


ing up the gaps in her state tiunk 
highways system. By the >ear 1930 
many of the main arteries will be sur- 
faced through to destination, and in 
five yeais more of them will be finish- 
ed. The counties are building with 
funds allocated to them by the state, 
the free fund is being used to fill gaps, 
and counties are bonding to complete 
the program.

WHY TKUCKLK TO A BAD HABIT? 


One correspondent. P. W. D.. at.ks if tea made 


from senna leaves and.a littlo taken now and then 
is injurious to health in any way. 


Another. G. S.. says he suffers 
from 
chronic 


constipation and he wishes to know if taking: senna 
.caves tea every eveninsr is injurious. 


A third, Mrs. C. T. B., writes that she has been 


taking senna leaves for 15 years and suffering from 
constipation. Will the senna do any harm? 


R. T. complains that he is troubled with piles 


and for that reason is afraid to allow himself to 
become constipated, hence constantly takes laxa- 
tives and often feels sick. 


And so it goes. Just what chronic constipation 


may be is a 
Question. Constipation is always 


chronic, never acute. That is. it iudures a long 
while, or indefinitely. This is due to a fact which 
most victims of such trouble fail to oomprehent; 
if they did comprehend this fact they would not 
have such trouble. The fact is that constipation is 
a habit. 


The complaint of K. T. is typical. A common 


cause of piles (hemorrhoids), but not the only 
cause, is the abuse of laxatives. That is no doubt 
the way K. T. acquired piles. Then when piles have 
developed they generally induce constipation, from 
inhibition of tho exacuatin? function by pain or 
discomfort.

The progress recorded within the re- 


cent years in protecting American invest- 
ors from placing their savings in worth- 
le^s securities forced upon them by un- 
scrupulous stock promoters is an encour- 
aging development in the investment 
' markets of the country and is a healthy 
force within the money market. The bet- 
ter situation is the result, without ques- 
'tion, of the campaign to educate the av- 
erage American investor to "investigate 
before you invest." The campaign was be- 
gun in a serious manner about five years 
ago, following many sad experiences 
•which resulted after the war when inex- 


• perienced investors were persuaded to 
trade their Liberty bonds for worthless 
"securities."' 


The first education work was under- 


taken by the newspapers of the nation, in 
the larger cities, and soon received the 
hearty cooperation of the stock exchange 
and of various financial interests. Better 
Business bureaus began to spring up, 
supported for the most part by stock ex- 
, changes and private banks. Then 'egis-

Thus on the major econ- 
omic issues, there is a comfortable 
working majority of Republicans and 
Democrats who together give a cer- 
tain confidence to businsss that noth- 
ing fanciful or experimental will be 
tried which interferes with the pro- 
cesses of business. 


The spectacle of the Democrats 


clamoring for a reduction in corpora- 
tion taxes whea they are a minority 
party is unusual to say the least. The 
steady reduction in. surtaxes indicates 
the conservatism typical of the re- 
construction era as a whole. The readi 
ness to accept foreign debt ' agree- 
ments'which amount to cancellation 
of a large portion of combined princi- 
pal and debt is a sign of the growth 
of the economic rather than tho po- 
litical idea at the i,eat of govern- 
ment. But the significant thin£ is 
that it is growing. And under such 
circumstances the assurance may be 
derived'.from all that has happened 
this year that nothing radi:al , or 
revolutionary- may be expected .from 
the government in its rel.V.ion to tus- 
iness.

tion. Attacks upon the

of it. The cheap magazines are many 
of them productive of vulgarity and 
immorality because of their sugges- 
tion, and the same thing is true of 
some of our best sellers in novels. 
CHECKED, BUT STILL MENACING 


The evil of this kind of literature 


could hardly be exaggerated and while 
it is an evil which has been checked, 
it is still-dragging America toward the 
gutter of obscenity, ugliness and filth. 


The same thing is true of theatri- 


cal productions which specialize 
in 


profanity, blasphemy, and the treat- 
ment "of subjects unfit for dramatic 
discussion. There is in the country a 
large school of men and women of ab- 
normal though gifted minds, sex ob- 
sessed, who,arc actively working to 
overthrow among women the historic 
American customs as to chastity in 
conduct and decency in speech. 


Undoubtedly we arc losing ground 


in regard "to "gambling, which strikes 
directly at the happiness "of homes 
and the-"stability-of-business. Much 
of tills is connected with sport, but 
as the gambling interest grows the 
sport motive sinks far into the back- 
ground until it becomes of no import- 
ance. .

There is no doubt of 
this, 
and 


though young people are frequently 
assailed with various charges, the 
fact remains that there are ten times 
concerned v.-ith their religious and so- 
cial duties a? there were when McKin- 
ley was present. 


The time is a period of readjust- 


ment: women and girls freed from the 
social confines of the last decade arc 
running around investigatirg life, and 
no doubt in a few years will present 
us with new and more acceptable so- 
cial standards. 


The danger is not so much that we 


will lapse into a sodden immorality as 
that some excesses of the day may 
cause a reaction toward a very real 
Puritanism making for harshness ant 
intolerencc during the nest genera- 
tion.
